| hood we learn to appreciate 


V2 good pictures. Who has not 
been thrilled viewing the masterpieces 
Michel- 


painted by Lenardo DaVinci, 
angelo, Ruben, Stenburg and _ others? 
What we hear, ofttimes is easily forgot- 
ten. That which we see makes a more 
lasting impression upon us. 


The Bible contains many wonderful 
paintings. One of the masterpieces is that 
of Creation found in Genesis. Here we 
have pictured the creation of man in the 
image of God and see him placed with 
his helpmeet, Eve, in the Garden of Eden 
to dwell among its beauty. Then in the 
cool of the day, just as the sun was dip- 
ping over the western horizon leaving the 
sky tinted with red, orange, lavender, 
and purple, God would come down and 
commune with man. What glorious fel- 
lowship, what moments of joy must have 
been enjoyed by Adam and his Creator, 
as they walked and talked together! 

Then one day, the sky darkens, birds 
hush their singing, and God’s voice is 
heard crying, “Adam! Adam! Where art 
thou?” Sin had entered in and marred the 
fellowship between God and man. As a 
result, sickness, sorrow, and death fol- 
lowed. Paradise is lost! 

Proceeding a little farther in the Divine 


Art Gallery, we view the picture of a lone 
man, Jacob, a fugitive, weary in body 
and troubled in soul who, seeking rest, 
throws himself upon the dusty earth with 
nothing for a pillow but a hard stone and 
exhausted falls into a deep sleep. As one 
gazes upon the picture one can almost sce 
the ladder of which he is dreaming, that 
stairway to the stars, reaching from earth 
to heaven, on which angels are ascending 
and descending. (Those descending must 
be angels with dirty faces, while those 
ascending are angels who are saved and 
sanctified, moving on and upward, step 
by step on the stairway from earth to 
heaven. ) 


Proceeding still farther we see Isracl 
in bondage in Egypt, the slave-driver and 
his whip, burdens too heavy to be borne, 
Moses and the burning bush, the awful 
plagues visited on the Egyptians, the cry 
of despair, the Passover Lamb, the blood- 
sprinkled doorway, the slaying of the 
first-born of the Egyptians, the flight of 
the Israelites and the crossing of the Red 
Sea, Pharaoh and his army buried in a 
watery grave, while Miriam, playing on 
her timbrel, leads in the dance of victory, 
singing how God triumphed over the 
horse and his rider. 


Still farther we see a masterpiece full 
of action and power, one which portrays 
the Israelites in the throes of apostasy, 
bowing down to idols. And there comes 
Elijah, that mighty prophet of God, chal- 
lenging Ahab, the wicked king, to send 


the prophets of Baal to prove with him 
whether Baal or his God was the one to be 
served. Then we see the prophets of Baal 
building an altar to their god and laying 
on it a sacriifce, beseeching Baal to send 
fire, and when no answer came we see 
them cutting themselves with knives and 
lancets until the ground was reddened 
with their blood, but still Baal is unaware 
of their prayers. At eventide we see 
Elijah rebuilding the altar to the living 
God and when finished places on it a 
lamb, and over it all pours twelve barrels 
of water, so it will be even more difficult 
for his God to send fire and consume the 
sacrifice. Then with arms uplifted to 
heaven, earnestly prays to the God of Ab- 
raham, Isaac and Jacob, to vindicate His 
name. God answered by sending fire from 
heaven to consume the sacrifice. When 
the people saw the fire, they cried, “The 
Lord, he is God! The Lord, he is God!” 
A gracious revival followed, with thou- 
sands of Israelites turning back to worship 
the true and living God, for the God of 
Elijah was able to do that which Baal 
could not do. 


Going into the Art Gallery of the New 
Testament we find there the most beau- 
tiful picture expressing motherhood that 
the world has ever known. It is the pic- 
ture of the Madonna hovering over the 
Babe Jesus as He lies there in the crude 
manger of the rock-hewn stable. Her eyes 
express that love which can only be 
found in a mother’s heart, as she gently 
fondles in her arms this Son of God and 
wonders at this greatest of all mysteries. 

Another picture that thrills our hearts 
is Jesus at Jordan, in the wilderness de-

Among the num- 
ber is the ex-representative who should 
like to speak with you in regard to grant- 
ing me permission to accept the nomina- 
tion.” The ex-representative explained of 
all the men in the county the various 
groups of people had agreed that our min- 
ister was their prospect. He explained 
that he would receive the support of va- 
rious denominations and that he was liked 
by both saint and sinner throughout the 
county and he was sure there would be 
no trouble whatsoever in electing him to 
this position. To his pleadings, I said, 
“Colonel, I certainly thank you for the 
honor bestowed upon our minister there. 
I am personally acquainted with this min- 
ister. He was a student of mine in Bible 
School, and it was there I learned to ap- 
preciate his sterling worth,” — but I 
further said, ‘Colonel, our minister is en-

A Great | bd was my happy privilege recently to listen to 
Preacher a sermon from the lips of Dr. H. C. Morrison 

on the subject of “Building a Character.” Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan has been quoted as saying, “Never did a 
greater orator grace the American pulpit than Dr. H. C. Mor- 
rison,” and such a quotation is only the more valuable when 
made by a man like William Jen- 
nings Bryan who himself was styled 
as the “silver-tongued orator.” But 
there was something more in the 
message of Dr. Morrison than ora- 
tory. His adamant stand through 
all the years for sanctification and 
holiness, even at the threat of being 
kicked out of his own organization, 
has won for him a place in the 
hearts of all true lovers of holiness, 
and even now at eighty-three years 
of age, with heavy white locks fall- 
ing down around his shoulders, the 
old man with scripture after scrip- 
ture and illustration upon illustra- 
tion, continues to paint the pictures 
of true holiness. 

As I sat and listened to Dr. Mor- 
rison, I said, ‘““That’s a wonderful 
sermon to come from a preacher at 
the age of eighty-three.” He had 
plenty of fire and entertainment to 


grip his hearers, yet it was not en- 
tertainment and it was not fiery emotionalism that held his con- 


gregation spellbound, but it was his profound knowledge that 
he has acquired through his many years, and his ability to dis- 
pense the same. 

A man’s physical life is slowed with age, his steps are not as 
pert as they were once want to be. His emotions cannot be the 
same as when he was younger,. and if he has depended upon 
fiery emotionalism to put him over, there will come a_ time 
when age creeps upon him and he will be absolutely unable to 
put over his program. But knowledge, knowledge of God’s 
Word, how to interpret it, how to analyze it; knowledge of the 
things that are necessary to explain God’s Word,—this will not 
get away from him. Even though he is aged and his locks are 
grey, and his voice becomes rather shaky, if he is filled with the 
knowledge of God, of God’s Word and of other things of a lit- 
erary nature necessary to explain God’s Word, he will still be 
able to tell people something that will be beneficial and helpful.

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Question: In the Bible where John the 
Baptist said, ““He that cometh after me 
shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost 
and with fire,” does this mean that fire 
is a separate blessing from the Holy Ghost 
as some people preach?—G. E. H. 


Answer: The experience of fire re- 
ferred to may not be a blessing at all. In 
order for us to understand a text it is nec- 
essary to also view the context. The 
text referred to is in Matt. 3:11. In the 
verse before this one John the Baptist 
says that the ax is laid at the root of the 
tree, therefore every tree which bringeth 
not forth good fruit is hewn down and 
cast into the fire, or receives a baptism 
of fire. Then in the verse following the 
text again John says, speaking of Jesus, 
whose fan is in His hand and He will 
throughly purge His floor and gather His 
wheat into the garner but He will burn 
up the chaff with unquenchable fire. In 
this verse the chaff gets a baptism of fire, 
so the verse preceding and the verse fol- 
lowing the text seem to indicate that Je- 
sus will baptize those who accept Him 
with the Holy Ghost and those who re- 
ject will be baptized with fire or shall 
receive the punishment of unquenchable 
fire. The reader is asked to study these 
scriptures. 


Question: In the 19th chapter of Acts 
we read where Paul met certain disciples 
and told them they needed the Holy 
Ghost, “when they heard this, they were 
baptized in the name of Jesus.” What is 
meant by being baptized in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, after they had been bap- 
tized once before? Was it sanctification?

Answer: No, this baptism, in the opin- 
ion of the Editor, was the baptism with 
water and was in obedience to the com- 
mand of Jesus. In the last commission 
given by Jesus to His disciples, He said, 
“Go ye therefore and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.” After His ascension the disciples 
went forth and preached as He had told 
them to do. We have the statements “in 
the name of the Lord Jesus,” “in the name 
of Jesus Christ,” “in the name of the 
Lord Jesus Christ,” but all of these mean 
the same as in obedience to the command 
given by the Lord Jesus Christ. They 
could not baptize in His name if they did 
not do it as He had told them to, so in 
order to baptize in the name of the Lord 
Jesus they had to baptize in obedience to 
His command, in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.

News From China 


ISOLATED VILLAGES EXPERIENCING OUTPOURING OF SPIRIT 


Greetings, dear friends and coworkers. 
Time has swiftly passed and I am late 
with this report. The work took me out 
over the field the past eighteen days. We 
went over roads that even a wheelbarrow 
could not go, walking more than 100 li 
a day. (A li is equal to about one-third 
a mile.) My feet blistered and pained me 
but it was joy to go from place to place 
and find the fruit of our own labor. One 
of our converts, a man by the name of 
Thang, came and made up his mind to 
stay until we went with him. Three 
years ago I baptized him and he went 
away. From time to time he called but 
never did tell much. This time he came 
with a good report and calling for help. 
A revival is sweeping his little village. It 
seems that even in isolated villages where 
they are not even touched by outsiders, 
they are having a part in the blessed ex- 
perience of seeing “God’s Spirit poured 
out upon all flesh.” To me this is one of 
the most convincing evidences of the last 
days. Acts 2:17. It drives us on and we 
do all we can for Him who gave the 
promise that He is coming soon. 

The revival! How did it come? In a 
very simple way Brother Thang turned to 
his neighbor and said, “Mr. Fuh, you 
should believe in Jesus.” Mr. Fuh re- 
plied, “If He ‘kuan fan’ (board me) I 
will and not before.” “But, Mr. Fuh, our 
Father feeds you whether you believe or 
not.” That very night Fuh developed ter- 
rible boils on his face and neck and could 
not eat. Solicitous friends urged that he 
call a doctor at once. “No, I’ve brought 
this on myself and must pray the heaven- 
ly Father to heal me.” Brother Thang 
prayed with him and by Sunday Fuh 
urged his wife to run to the house of 
Brother Thang and learn more about this 
Jesus doctrine and then come back and 
tell him. 

At the home of Brother Thang the 
blessings flowed. Mrs. Fuh was healed of 
aslong-standing trouble and with joy 
gave out the good news that led to the 
salvation of the Fuh home. We stayed 
with them and one could feel that Christ 
ruled. But in the morning we took our 
leave and Sister Fuh cried. It was not for 
joy. Her face showed great sorrow. After 
our parting prayer I took her to one side 
and asked the reason. She said it was her 
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son, the only son she had. He listened and 
gave his heart to Jesus but kept his eyes 
on a certain man. Poor boy, he was hin- 
dered in the way as so many others have 
been. He was watching some man who 
did not measure up to the standard of 
Christian living, thus getting his eyes off 
our perfect example. 

2 Cor. 3:16-18 has meant much to me 
along that line lately. How often we get 
our eyes on someone else and fail to be- 
hold the glory of the Lord, but the min- 
ute our hearts turn to Him all is bright 
again, so let us keep our eyes on Jesus. He 
only is able to help us bear our’ cross. 

In one place we spent four days. It was 
a blessed time. We didn’t have much 
preaching but both old and young prayed 
day and night. Voices went up to God 
and the blessings came down. The most 
outstanding blessing came to a young 
man who was attacked by the evil one 
during the summer months and tried to 
commit suicide by hacking himself with a 
big knife. As soon as the devil was cast 
out he admitted that he knew it was 
an onslaught of the evil one to keep his 
entire family from being saved but praise 
the Lord, the devil again experienced de- 
feat for since then all the family have be- 
lieved. The old father came to church and 
said, “Why, I would have believed even 
if the devil had caused my son to die. My 
heart at first was like a rock but God’s 
own Word proved to be the hammer and 
broke the rock to pieces.” It was more 
than joy to listen to his words. Still we 
experience greater joy as we see them live 
the Christian life. The life that leads 
others to the Savior is the life for us to 
live. 

At Wangtsun our Bible women gave 
me great joy when they went to a home 
where three widows lived, a mother, 
daughter, and daughter-in-law. They be- 
came poor offering to the many gods but 
could find no peace and the daughter-in- 
law was sick. Someone told them to call 
the “Jesus people” to pray for them. I 
was not at home so Sisters Wang and Lee 
went casting out all idols and burning the 
paper gods. They prayed and cleaned the 
house singing songs of praises. The joy 
was great. All three gave their hearts to 
God and now they are well in body and 


soul and come to our daily services. 





One dear old brother puts great joy in 
my heart. He has not yet been baptized 
but takes instructions. One day I asked 
him “How long do you expect to believe 
this Jesus doctrine?” Striking his breast 
he said, “Till this spirit takes its flight.” 
“Do you pray?” The old man is a bit 
deaf but with him all the neighbors bore 
witness to the fact that he prayed regu- 
larly and aloud and that he was not 
ashamed of Jesus. Many of this group had 
their faith strengthened by having their 
diseases healed in answer to prayer. 


A heathen priest asked me, “Will this 
vision fade?” “‘Not as long as we are true 
to the teaching of Christ and live it, for 
we have the promise that Jesus Christ is 
the same yesterday, today, and forever.” I 
told him the story of Paul the apostle, 
pointing to his Epistle to the Philippians 
(3:10), “That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection and the fellow- 
ship of his sufferings, being made con- 
formable unto his death.” This verse 
comes to us in the middle of the great 
epistle of fellowship. We find in the first 
chapter “I thank my God . . . for your 
fellowship in the gospel.” In the last 
chapter we find the threefold joy of co- 
operating in preaching Christ: the joy in 
prayer, making requests with joy; the joy 
in witnessing that Christ is preached; joy 
in faith. He passes on to the second chap- 
ter and strikes a much deeper note when 
he speaks of the fellowship of the Spirit, 
and from that leads us straight into the 
incarnation, the cross of Christ, and the 
resurrection. He is leading us step by step 
into the joy of sacrifice. ““Who for the joy 
that was set before us endured the cross.” 
Look at chapter three, verse ten, where 
He speaks of the fellowship of His suf- 
fering, looking back on days gone by. 


In our almost thirteen years in China 
we find that our sufferings have really 
only been steppingstones on the road of 
joy. It is true that the last few years 
have been very strenuous but God has al- 
ways renewed our strength and made the 
cross easy to bear. We do thank each of 
you as coworkers and ask your prayers. 
We pray for you. We are asking daily for 
a great revival in the homeland. We pray 
that God’s blessings will rest on you all. 
We know the Lord daily beareth the bur- 
den of those that trust Him, so let’s walk 
worthily, work heartily, continue stead- 
fastly, watchfully, and faithfully in all

Hitler just marched in with the 
suddenness of an avalanche and took con- 
trol. The amazing speed and rapidity with 
which he moves is a wonder to the civil- 
ized world. Informed sources claim that 
Britain’s Chamberlain knew several days 
in advance what Hitler planned to do and 
yet made no move to forestall it. Again, 
the cry of ‘Too late, too late.” Again, the 
world wonders “Why?” As nations and 
kingdoms fall, their very falling hastens 
the coming of Him whose right it is to 
rule. Sweden, whose king is a brother to 
the king of conquered Norway, refuses to 
come to the assistance of their brethren 
of Scandinavia. They will doubtless be 
next to the feel the iron heel of the ag- 
gressor. Meanwhile, Hitler looks to Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria and Hungary. They are 
his for the taking. The spirit of Anti- 
christ marches on! 


A Washington correspondent writes: 
“Hitler’s Scandinavian adventure shoves 
the United States nearer to the precipice 
of War, in Washington’s informed opin- 
ion. How long this country can be kept 
out is now the question uppermost in the 
minds of statesmen and diplomats.” The 
war is now perilously close to America’s 
northern back door. We have a very real 
interest in Iceland and Greenland, for- 
merly Danish possessions. That is too close 
to American territory. Frantic efforts are 
being made to bring our fighting forces 
up to par. Let mothers of American sons 
pray earnestly that the scourge might pass 
by their doors. There is only one protec- 
tion. The blood badge is the sign of de- 
liverance. Jesus, the Son of God, said, 
“THERE SHALL BE WARS.” 

Parents killing children. Children slay- 
ing their parents. Husbands and wives 
killing each other. Brains bashed out. 
Hearts stabbed with knives. Families dis- 
rupted and torn. Homes wrecked. Sui- 
cides. All these things are occurring daily 
in increasing numbers. The girl in Cali- 
fornia, eleven years old, accused of kill- 
ing her mother and two sisters. The 
mother killing her babies because demons 
were after them. The mother begging 
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her daughter to kill her with a hatchet 
because she was demon-possessed. All 
these things are as the finger of the eter- 
nal God pointing to the end of the age. 
The dictators are no longer raving 
against communism and the Jews. Their 
guns are now turned against Christianity. 
The latest public utterances from Hitler 
and his leaders are strongly anti-Christian. 
Jesus is pictured by them as “a pale, sick- 
ly, supine creature who did not have 
backbone to stand up for his rights.” Hit- 
ler wants to know if a character like that 
can possibly be the leader of the world. 


“Rome, April 14.—Authoritative Ital- 
ians today expressed the belief that all 
countries of Europe, including Italy, 
would be drawn into the war. This oc- 
casion and this moment which a month 
ago may have been very far off, now may 
be much nearer than is believed. This is 
a terrible war, which at a certain point 
strikes every one who thinks he is staying 
out of it. Mistaken and deluding them- 
selves are all those Italians who think 
Italy can shut up within herself and not 
think of other things. This program did 
not succeed for a small country like Nor- 
way. Think to yourselves if it can suc- 
ceed for us, who border on the belligerent 
countries and have interests in the Medi- 
terranean.” The above quotation from 
one close to Mussolini discloses the near- 
ness of universal war. Europe is already 
aflame. Even kings and rulers are hounded 
from one hiding place to another. The 
spirit of war and bloodshed is in the air. 
Hostilities are apparent everywhere. Why 
do Americans think they can escape these 
things that are coming upon the earth? 

Ankara, Turkey, April 14.—A series cf 
earthquakes during the last twenty-four 
hours threw the population of Northern 
and Central Anatolia into panic today as 
they feared a repetition of the catastrophe 
which took an estimated 50,000 lives in 
December and January. First reports from 
Yozgad said six persons were killed and 
many injured there, with a hundred 
houses destroyed and a great number of 
others damaged. Damage was less severe 
elsewhere, but the shocks were also felt at 
Ankara, Tokat, and the Black Sea Port 
of Samsun. Panic prevailed everywhere 


with the populace fleeing to the fields.” 
This will probably pass with a shrug of 
shoulders and a comment that, “It is too 
far away to bother us.” Remember, neigh- 
bor, the hand of God is shaking this old 
earth everywhere. This is a bright, green 
leaf on God’s Fig Tree. 

Christian Scientists are busily engaged 
in denying the reality of sickness, disease, 
death and sin. They even deny the pres- 
ence of war and trouble and, like the pro- 
verbial ostrich, hide their heads in the 
dirt to escape reality.

The Scriptures inform 
us that “He healed all manner of disease.” 
Just another vain delusion that is ensnar- 
ing many thousands of people. 


Father Divine, Spiritualism and kindred 
delusions are doing lots of advertising 
these days.

There is no department of the Church 
with which every preacher has constant 
contact except the office of the General 
Secretary and Treasurer. It is into his of- 
fice that reports of all ministers, reports 
of all churches, and tithe of tithes sent 
to headquarters, come. He is also the sec- 
retary and treasurer of all other funds of 
the Church. 

From the beginning of the Church of 
God Annual Assemblies the General 
Overseer acted ‘as clerk until there was 
too much to be done and he was unable to 
take care of it. Then different ones were 
chosen to take care of the work at the 
Assembly. Among those chosen as clerks 
at the Eighth Assembly was E. J. Boeh- 
mer. Each year succeeding he was placed 
in that position until the Fifteenth As- 
sembly when he was elected as permanent 
clerk of the Assembly and the following 
year was called to Cleveland to take 
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charge of the clerical work in the office 
of the general organization, thus he con- 
tinued in the position of clerk of As- 
semblies without being elected as a gen- 
eral official until the Nineteenth Assem- 
bly which elected him along with other 
general officials. He has remained in that 
position ever since. ~ 

In the picture Brother Boehmer is sit- 
ting at his desk in the forefront. His work 
in the office as General Secretary has 
never been questioned. There has never 
been a nomination against him but one 
time and the nominee who was selected to 
run against him received only seventeen 
votes. 

At the right in the picture is Dual 
Free. He, as many of the other employees 
of the Publishing House, came to Bible 
School in 1933 or 34. He went to work in 
the general office in 1934 as bookkeeper 
for the general office and special secre- 


tary to the General Secretary. He is very 
quiet and looks after the business of the 
office with special care. 


In the background is Miss Pauline Dav- 
enport who came from North Carolina. 
She has been with the General Secretary’s 
office approximately three years and 
serves as stenographer and filing clerk. 

Besides taking care of moneys, records, 
etc. for the general organization, includ- 
ing missions, tithes, etc., the filing of re- 
ports for 1,800 churches and 2,248 
preachers is done in this office. It is also 
indeed a bureau of information for the 
Church, for the General Secretary has his 
work and his records so systematized that 
he has at his fingertips most any informa- 
tion that the Church of God preacher 
may desire at any time. The efficiency of 
our highly-developed reporting system,

What a touching picture we have in 
the parable of “The Lost Sheep.” The 
Good Shepherd leaves the “ninety and 
nine,” and goes out into the dark and

Some 
of them went to Africa and sold them- 
selves as voluntary slaves to the rubber 
hunters. Each morning in the broiling 
hot sun they went forth with the black 
slaves to gather rubber, eating with them 
and sleeping with them. Why did they 
suffer such hardships? Just to tell them 
the story of Jesus and His great love.
